December. 
As fo r gaso line, Phillips said there 
was "no thing to indicate” th at the 
“A” ratio n can be increased during 
the present quarter, ending July 1. 
He said a study o f w hether it will 
be po ssible to increase the "B" ratio n 
this quarter has no t been co m­ 
pleted. 
Phillips stressed th a t no t all "A” 
card m o to rists will be able to o b­ 
tain new tires thus year. Applica­ 
tio ns will be screened by lo cal ra ­ 
tio ning bo ards and certificates will 
go first to tho se who se driv ing is 
co nsidered mo st essential. 
He said it pro bably wo uld take 
three o r fo ur m o nths to meet the 
dem and o f all "A” m o to rists. 
All 
“B” and "C” card driv ers. Phillips 
po inted o ut, hav e been eligible fo r 
new tires since May 1, but it is ex­ 
pected there will be a backlo g o f 
applicatio ns until at least August. 
Phillips said his first aim with 
regard to gaso line is to increase the 
"B” ratio n in the east fro m the 
present maximum o f 325 miles o f 
driv ing a m o nth to 475 miles.

The almost forgotten ca.se of United Mine Work­ 
ers Ls now settled by WI.!i decision after five months 
of travail, representing the anti-clim ax of a dispute 
which lasted more than a year and 
brought four 
general work stoppag es in coal mines. 
The decision 
gives portal-to-portal pay. back paym ent in settle­ 
m ent of retroactive claim s for portal-to-portal pay 
and a money increase in wages of $1.50 a day on the 


basic scale. 
Unless further com plications develop, mines seized 
by the governm ent now can be turned back to their 
owners; WLfi approval of the contract between United 
Mine Workers and m anag em ent m eans that all points 
in controversy are settled until April, 1945. 
At that 
time, no doubt. J ohn L. Lewis, having obtained virtu­ 
ally everything he asked for in the controversy which 
began in the spring of 1943 and was settled in the 
spring of 1944. will be prepared to open a new contro­ 
versy between him self, as spokesman for his power­ 
ful union, and WLB, as spokesman for the United 
States government. 
Under continuation of a labor policy of impro­ 
visation and deadlock, breakable only by seizure of 
the property affected, there then would be reenact­ 
m ent of the whole dreary tragedy of slow retreat and

' SERVICE WITH A SMILE' ' 


PROPAGANDA RESISTANCE 
American civilians are unable to appraise the effect 
of the propaganda used by the Germ ans and J ap­ 
anese to weaken the morale of United States soldiers, 
but from what they have seen and heard of the 
enem y’s attem pts, they are psychologically wrong. The 
effect of urging an American to give up In the face of 
adversity—the standard appeal—Is likely to be a re­ 
newal of his determ ination to keep on fighting. 
T he role of propaganda in World war II rem ains 
ihdeterm inate. 
There appears to have been a m ini­ 
mum of psychological warfare, as it Is politely called, 
but it Is impossible to know whether that ls an indi­ 
cation of lack of intent, or only of skill in technique 
A billion and a quarter leaflets, newspapers 'and m ag a­ 
zines have been dropped over German and G erm an- 
occupied territory in the last four and a half years, 
proof that the possibilities are not being neglected by 
the Allies, at least. 
Perhaps Allied propaganda resistance is so high 
that Germany and J apan know they are licked before 
they start, now that Allied populations have been put 
on the alert. 
If the com e-on-buddy-w hy-dontcha- 
surrender technique tried on Allied fig hting men is 
typical of Ax is efforts, they are futile. 
Unfortunately, 
however, it m ust be suspected that m any of the little 
lies and rumors which create friction from apparently 
dom estic sources may be Ax is propaganda of a con­ 
cealed and, therefore, more vicious variety. 


COMMUNISTS DISSOLVE THEMSELVES 
An event w hich will take a good deal of figuring 
out occurred last weekend in New York City, where 
the Communist parly of the United S tates dissolved 
itself, then im m ediately reorganized as the Communist 
Political association. 
Tlu* title sw itch m eans, nom inally, that Communists 
have ceased to be a political ¡mrty. 
However, they 
will continue to be politically active. 
Their presi­ 
dential candidate this year, instead of Earl Browder, 
Com munist general secretary, 
will be Franklin D 
Roosevelt. 
This apparently Is going to lie the princi­ 
pal effect of the chang e; as an association, the Com­ 
m unists 
will 
support 
political 
candidates 
deemed 
friendly to their cause, instead of backing their own 
party members. 
Mr, Roosevelt, under this theory, can 
do more for the Communists than Mr Browder. 
Secretary Browder says there now are 80.000 Com­ 
m unists in the United States, 22,000 of them added In 
a drive that began in February alter the ex ecutive 
com m ittee announced the plan to disband as a po­ 
litical party. 
He ex plained to the convention whose 
votes dissolved the party that the aim of m aking this 
a socialist nation is being abandoned because “ there 
does not ex ist now . . . an actual or potential m a­ 
jority support for such a program ” . 
Why that decision 
was delayed until 
1944, like 
most Com munist decisions, is known only to the in­ 
siders who m ade it.

BIDDLE BACKS UP 
WARD CO. SEIZURE 


(B y AaaoclutecJ P raaa) 
WASHINGTON, 
May 
24.—A t­ 
torney General Biddle told Con­ 
gress today tha t if it b elieves pres­ 
ident Roosevelt exceeded his au ­ 
thority in seizing Montgomery W ard 
& Co.’s Chicago properties it should 
clarify the laws so the president 
“may b e guided accordingly.” 
In a statem ent read b efore a 
special 
house 
comm ittee 
investi­ 
gating the Ward seizure, Biddle ac­ 
knowledged there is room for dis­ 
agreem ent on the legal aspects of 
the case. But he said he still b e­ 
lieves Mr. Roosevelt had authority 
to take over the plant, b oth under 
the W ar Lab or Disputes act and 
b ecause such authority exists in war 
time even in the ab sence of a spe­ 
cific statute.

W itnesses have testified that M il­ 
ler approached Lind’s automob ile in 
which Mrs. Miller was sitting, and 
after a struggle, shot Lind twice 
and then b acked away, saying, "I 
shot in self-defense.” He said Lind 
had “pulled a gun’’ on him. Another 
pistol was found in an envelope on 
the automob ile seat b eside the psy­ 
chiatrist. 
During her testim ony yesterday, 
Mrs. Miller declared that Lind was 
in the hab it of carrying a gun in a 
paper envelope, and that, she had 
warned her husb and that the psy­ 
chiatrist usually was armed. 
“I ob served the gun on the seat 
when I opened the car door to step 
in, shortly b efore the shooting," she 
told the court and jury. 
“Bob followed me to the curb and 
said, ’M arguerite, get out of this 
car.’ He started pulling on my arm 
and leg. 
“Dr. Lind told me to stay right 
where I was. and said, TH shoot 
that old gray-haired ------------’s head 
off’.” 
Miller defense counsel conceded 
yesterday tha t the shots that killed 
Lind were fired “delib erately,” b ut 
he asserted they were fired in self- 
defense b y a man crazed from weeks 
of b rooding over his wife’s infidelity. 
He was b roken In mind and b ody, 
said the attorney, H. Mason Welch, 
b y “weeks and weeks of incessant 
tortu re” caused b y the “unlawful 
and illegal relationship b etween his 
wife and Lind". 
He said Miller’s only thought was 
to get his wife out of the autom o­ 
b ile and that he did not fire until

Lind 
threatened 
him 
and 
reached for a pistol.
